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The Eleventh Student Conference of the World’s Student 
Christian Federation will meet in Peking, China, April 4-9, 
1922. Previous meetings of this Federation have been held in 
Vadstena, Sweden; Williamstown, U.S.A.; Eisenach, Germany ; 
Versailles, France; Sord, Deumark; Zeist, Holland; Tokyo, 
Japan; Oxford, England; Constantinople, Turkey; and Lake 
Mohonk, U.S.A. ‘The Conference in April will be the first held 
in China since the organization of the Federation in 1895 and the 
second held in the Far East. 


The World’s Student Christian Federation is a federation of 
national student Christian movements. Its membership 1s com- 
posed of organized national or international groups of Christian 
associations or unions in schools and colleges. There are two 
such groups of associations in China—the Young Men’s Christian 
Associations with 184 school and college associations united in 
one movement, and the Young Women’s Christian Associations 
uniting in one movement 90 school and college associations. 
Both of these Movements are members of the World’s Student 
Christian Federation. The present officers of the Federation are: 
Chairman, Dr. John R. Mott, New York, U.S.A.; Vice Chair- 
man, Dr. C. T. Wang, Shanghai, China, and Miss Michi Kawai, 
Tokyo, Japan; Treasurer, Mr. H. C. Rutgers, Driebergen, 
Holland ; and Secretary to the Executive Committee, Miss Ruth 
Rouse, London, England. China has four representatives on 
the General Committee of the Federation, Dr. C. T. Wang, Mr. 
C. C. Nieh, Miss Y. J. Fan, and Miss Grace Yang. 
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The Most Representative andInternational Student Gather- 
ings ever held have been those which have met in the world con- 


ferences of this Federation. As a rule thirty to forty nations 
from all continents have been represented. The unifying power 
of Christ exemplified in this Federation of Christian students and 
embodied in its conferences wakes the theme of the conference to 
be held in Peking more than an empty phrase. Having linked 
together the students of many otherwise disuuited nations the 
Federation met the shock of the World War and survived its 
disintegrating force. A full representation is expected from the 
different nations in the approaching conference which will be the 
first held since the War. 


The Conference Meets in the Most Fateful Hour in the his- 
tory, not only of the Federation, but of the world. China is 
most fortunate in being the host of this historic gathering. The 
invitation to meet in China in 1917 was extended by the Chinese 
delegates to the last World Conference which met at Lake Mohonk 
in 1913 and was accepted. The conference did not meet in 1917 
on account of the War. China’s invitation was again carried to 
the meeting of the General Committee of the Federation which 
met at Geneva, Switzerland, in 1920 by two representatives of 
the Chinese movements, Mr. C. C. Nieh and Dr. John Y. Lee. 
The invitation was renewed once more at the meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Federation which met in June, 1921 at 
Kasteel Hardenbroek, Holland, by Mr. T. Z. Koo who attended 
the meeting as China’s representative. At this meeting it was 
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definitely decided to hold the next World’s Conference in 1922. 
China’s desire to secure the conference was not uncontested. 
Kuropean countries realizing the significance and potential 
influence of such an international gathering of Christian students 


at this time urged their claims to have it within their borders. 
China’s invitation, however, prevailed and was fiinally unani- 


mously accepted. 

‘‘We are Members One of Another.”’ 
and fact of the World’s Student Christian Federation will be 
brought home to its members, especially in China, by the coming 
conference as never before. How can we make our relationship 
to this world brotherhood mean the most in the enrichment and 
increased effectiveness of our student Associations in China? How 
can we make our largest contribution through the conference and 
its delegates from abroad to our sister moveinents in other coun- 
tries? The two national Christian student movements in China 
must answer these two questions. Each individual student As- 
sociation in the country each officer and member of an Association 


will have a part in answering them. The value of our answer to ° 


both questions will depend on what we DO between now and 
April, 1922! 


Preparations for the Conference have been committed to a 
joint committee appointed by the National Committees of the 
Young Men’s and Young Women’s Christian Associations. A 
General Committee is being appointed with members chosen from 
different student centers of the country. An Executive Com- 
mittee of eight members, all resident in Shanghai, has been ap- 
pointed with, four men appointed by the National Committee of 
the Y. M.C.A., and four women appointed by the National Com- 
mittee of the Y. W.C.A. Its members are as follows: Chairman, 
Dr. T. H. Lee; Vice Chairman, Dr. Mary Stone; Secretary, Rev. 
K. T. Chung; Treasurer, Dr. C. T. Wang; Mr. T. Ll. Tu,; Presis 
dent of the Shanghai Baptist College Y.M.C.A.; Mrs. T. C. Chu.; 
Miss Phoebe Hoh; and Miss Chang Siao-mei, Cabinet Member of 
the Bridgman School Y. W. C. A. The following secretaries 
have been assigned by the National Committees to serve this 
Executive Committee: Executive, Mr. T. Z. Koo; Associate Ex- 
ecutive, Miss Grace Yang; Misses Anne G. Seesholtz, Ella Mac- 
Neil, Rev. Ting Li-mei, Messrs. C. S. Chen, E. E. Barnett, and 
Egbert M. Hayes.
